Ratings are based upon the 
assumption that there shall be 
used sufficient radiation to prop- 
erly heat the building, the pip- 
ing of sufficient size and properly 
run, and the boiler connected to 
a chimney flue of ample capac- 
ity, with steam at 2 pounds pres- 
sure as it leaves the boiler, or in 
case of a water boiler, with the 
water at 180 degrees Fahrenheit, 
as it leaves the boiler. 



Boiler Coverings 



It is strongly recommended 
that all boilers and piping in cel- 
lar be thoroughly covered with a 
good quality of asbestos cement 



at least one and one-half inches 
thick. This increases the effi- 
ciency and economy of the 

boiler. 



The Chimney 



Lansdale Boilers do not re- 
quire excessive chimney draft. 
However, it must be borne in 
mind that a leaky chimney is al- 
ways wasteful. The chimney 



should be light and of sufficient 
area and height to furnish a 
proper volume of air and inten- 
sity of draft in order to produce 
highest combustion efficiency.
